The little man looked up with a 
pleasant smile and winked as though 
to say: “ You can’t chaff me, old 
boy.” 
On repeated inquiry, however, the 
clerk was induced to consult a greasy- 
looking book, and finally made a dis­ 
covery which elicited the rem ark: 
“ W hv, yes; now 1 rem ember, there’K 
an old reoster named Brannan been 
here since Monday, but he ain’t no 
Sam Brannan.” 
“ Very well,” said the scribe, “ can 
I see him ?” 
“ Why, of course. 
Room 9, top 
High»; head of the stairs; can’t miss 
it; plenty light all the way up.” 
The reporter continued his course 
up two flights of dimly-lighted stairs 
and tapped gently at the door of 
room 9. 
At the invitation to enter he opened 
the door and found himself in

out carpet and lighted by a miserable 
little lamp without a chimney. On 
the bed, scantily covered, lay none 
other than the famous Colonel Sam

After stating his business the repor­ 
ter was told by the Colonel that ow­ 
ing to an attack of paralysis which 
had seized him about five years ago, 
he was compelled to retire at sunset 
and get up at sunrise, and that unless 
he did so he felt most uncomfortable. 
“ I have returned,” said the Colonel, 
“after an eight years' absence from 
my old home, and I don’t think I shall 
ever leave the State again, if I can 
help it.” 


H IS COLONIZATION S C I I KMK. 
Mr. Brannan proceeded to say that 
for the past two years he had been en­ 
gaged in a colonization scheme in So­ 
nora, Mexico, and th at the surveying 
had been very recently completed. 
The maps and field work were finished 
and the documents ail forwarded io 
the central Government. 
The titles, 
deeds and legal possession are now to 
be given by the authorities to pur­ 
chasers. During the entire time that 
the survey was being made, which ex­ 
tended over a period of two years and 
a half, the country was eonstantlv dis­ 
turbed by Apache troubles, ami the 
survev was proceeded with only un­ 
der the greatest difficulties. The Col­ 
onel expects to receive news to-day 
that the surveys have been ratified, 
and that everything is satisfactory to 
the Mexican Gove nment. 
By the 
terms of the comract Colonel Brannan 
and associates are to receive one-third 
of the land surveyed. 
“ But then,” 
said Colonel Sam, witti a knowing 
smile, “ the land has to be sold yet, 
you know.” 


T H K M EX ICA N C L V M . 
In”regard to his claim of over $10,­ 
000,000 against the Mexican govern­ 
ment for supplies furnished them in 
their war oi 1806, Mr. Brannan stated 
that the Mexican government had 
fully acknowledged it and that he had 
received about $20,000 of it, but that 
the chances for gettiug the balance 
during les lifetime were very slim. 
The Mexican government, acconl- 
ing to the Colonel, is miserably poor, 
and the officers, from President Diaz 
down to the humblest subordinates, 
donate half their salaries to the coun­ 
try. 
Colonel 
Brannan states that the 
Mexican government is on the eve of 
a serious war with the Yaqui and 
Mayo Indians in the State of Sonora. 
These Indians occupy a territory ex­ 
tending along the seacoast ninety 
miles and reaching forty miles inland. 
The government sent surveyors to this 
tract to divide the land up into fam­ 
ily tracts. 
The Yaquis objected to 
this and are in a state of mutiny. It 
gave the Indians ninety daysin which 
to come up ami receive the land as 
directed by the Government, and this 
it is certain the natives will not do. 
The ninety days are up this month, 
and as, in case the Indians still hold 
out in their refusal, the Government 
will take measures to force them to 
submit, there is no doubt in the Col­ 
onel’s mind that a bloody war will 
result. 
The Yaqui and Mayo Indians, the 
Colonel savH, are superior to the Mex­ 
icans. 
The railroad people pay the 
Indians $1.50 per day, while the pay 
©I th«_ average Mexican is but 75 
uouU. 
In óóhclusiori, Colonel Eran- 
nan stated that lie will try the climate 
of 8an Diego for about a year, as he 
considers San Francisco too cold and 
foggy for his complaint. 
With Mex­ 
ico the Colonel is done, as he says, 
unless he is compelled to go there on 
business and then it will be only a 
flying trip.

T h e P r o h i b i t i o n 
a n d t h e L a b o r 
V o te . 
The two elementa in the fall elec­ 
tions w hich will attract most atten­ 
tion are the Prohibition and the Labor 
vjte. 
T hey are, of course, m ere side­ 
show s attached to the two great Na­ 
tional political circuses. 
For some 
years past l*rohibition has been the 
N em esis of the Itej ublican party, and 
w ith each successive campaign, it de- 
velop es an increased influence which 
already nearly holds the balance of 
power between that party and the 
D em ocracy, the other National politi­ 
cal organization. 
It was the Prohib­ 
ition vote in New York which gave 
that State to Mr. Cleveland in 1884, 
and thus gave him the Presidency. In 
the election just cloeed in the Empire 
State, th e vote of th e teetotal wing of 
the Republican party which was cast 
for 
Dr. 
Huntington, 
would, 
if 
cast 
for 
Coloqel 
Grant, 
have 
elected him . 
There are three States 
ia the Union where by constitutional 
provision the sale aud manufacture of 
alcoholic beverages are 
forbidden. 
They are Rhode Island, Maine and 
K ansas—all Republican States. Iowa, 
Dakota Territory, M ichigan, Vermont 
and W isconsin, all Republican in their 
political bias, have local option clauses 
in their 
Coustiiutions, 
and these 
measures are stringently enforced in 
coun ry villages and small 
towns. 
California lias a local option law on its 
statute books, passed under liepul)!i- 
cau influence. 
A few Democratic States have such 
enactm ents, but these a ie all south of 
Mason & Dixon's Line. The real 
reason 
for the adoption 
of 
such 
a m easure 
in 
Florida, 
Arkansas 
and other Southern States, is not in 
opposition to liquor per at. Those who 
vote against the saloon in these states 
use liquor iu their own houses. 
But 
the large ne¿ro population, lacking iu 
the restraints of a higher education, 
of the possession of projierty, aud 
other considerations w hich raise the 
value w e set on life, makes the oj»en 
sal on, and free access to liquor at all 
hours of the day and night, a danger 
to society. 
The Republican party at the outset 
attracted to it all sorts of chimerical 
reformers. Promises were made to all 
sorts of fuctions. 
It was, of course, 
impractical—impossible to keep them 
all. 
Among those who came as po­ 
litical bankrupts to this cave of Adul- 
lam , 
were the Prohibition people. 
Prom ises were made them, 
which 
the Republican party found it in­ 
convenient to keep. 
After hope de­ 
ferred so long that the teetotal heart 
became very sick, a revolt was set on 
foot to compel the Republican party 
to adopt 
Prohibition as an integral 
part of its jolitical creed. 
This is the 
m eaning of the present admirable 
organization of the advocates of cold 
water as a steady article of diet. 
It is 
very plain to see that Prohibitionists 
have the whip hand of the party, and 
w ill make it take water. 
If it does 
not, defeat stares Republicanism in 
th e face, and that organization canuot 
escape its fate. 
To offset this Old Man of the Sea 
w hich is riling on the back of the 
Republican party, the Workingmen’s 
m ovem ent was organized to draw 
aw ay from the Democracy enough 
votes to counteract the Prohibition 
defection from the other party. This 
device for a w hile worked well in 
places. 
It gave California to the 
R epublicans for a w hile. 
It had the 
sam e effect in other States. 
But in 
spite of fair warning—disinterestedly 
given on 
our 
part—to 
the effect 
that the labor m ovem ent m ight prove 
a boom erang in th e Republican camp, 
K earney w ith h is wild-eyed crowd, 
H en ry George 
and his chimerical 
theorists, 
and 
the 
Chicago 
An­ 
archists with th eir bom bs, were all 
potted and encouraged by the Repub­ 
lican press and party, in the hope of 
defeating the Dem ocratic party. 
The 
warnings of conservative Democratic 
papers and of Dem ocratic leaders have 
proved well founded. 
R epublicans 
them selves now confess that in the 
elections of Tuesday they were defeat­ 
ed because, in addition to the large 
Prohibition vote cast, two out of three 
of the votes cast for George in New 


P r o h ib it io n has miscarried in Ore­ 
gon. 
Fortlund gave the m eas’ue its 
quietus with a majority of nea ly Uve 
thousand out of a total vote of only 
little over seven thousand. 
The Pro­ 
hibition party has beeu advised by 
the Republican press to let wo on 
Nat onal and Sta'e politics, and to 
confine their efforts to getting I.-oenl 
Option in sei arate towns and cities. 
The advice is not sincere, but is given 
with interested purposes in m ind. 
Prohibition's main strong li lies in 
the country, in sma 1 villawes and 
country towns. 
In large cities it 
n e'er can preva:l. 
In one thousand 
years this measure could never be 
made to pass in a largo city attacked 
directly and a’one. The only way to 
pass a Prohibition law in any State 
with 
a 
preponderance 
of 
th e 
population 
living 
in 
cities, 
is the case in many States, and us the 
tendency is to become in all States, is 
by joining the Prohibition element in 
the country with that in the city, 
and thus overcoming the strong oppo­ 
sition to this policy found in all large 
cities. 
That is the way a Local Op­ 
tion law is made possihlo in any 
State. 
In fact, for Prohibition to win 
it is necessary that all 
its forces 
should 
be 
closely 
m assed and 
made 
to 
work 
like 
a 
unir. 
The 
attitude 
of 
Mr. 
Blaine 
on this question—and he is the m ost 
noted Republican iu the land—is th e 
Prohibitionists’ cue. 
That 
d istin­ 
guished politician has always held the 
view that for his party to w in it m ust 
in some way hold the Prohibition vote. 
The last named organization is aware 
of this, and now says to th e man from 
Maine and to his party, if you want 
our co-operation, which is essential to 
your success, you must fulfill your 
early pledges to us, and make our 
principles an integral part of your 
platform. 


B o h M o b r o w , the m illionaire who 
so narrowly escaped the penitentiary 
for the crime of embracery, wants a 
change of venue when lie is tried 
again.

There are not enough steamers to 
take care successfully of such a hot 
fire as that on San Fernando stn et 
yesterday. 
Four engines cannot c< pe 
with such a mass of rod-hot combust­ 
ible stuff. The fire department com ­ 
plains also about the water supply af­ 
ter all fires. 
The hydrants are usu­ 
ally too far from the scene of action, 
a id the head of water is often scant. 
These are serious m atters which d e­ 
serve very close investigation.

A Large Number of People 
on the Way. 


EXCURSIONS TO ARRIVE. 


Nineteen New Depots Being Con­ 
structed by the Atchison, To 
peka and Santa Fe Co. 


The A. T. & S. F. It. It. Company's 
enormous tralfic 
has forced the 
management to enlarge tito faculties 
for tiie rapi.l transmission of freight 
and passengers, and accordingly they 
have on hand, or will have, in the 
immediate future, a large uutuber of 
passenger and freight stations, which 
will be erected on the branches oi 
the road running into Lob Angeles. 
Tho following stations have only 
been erected and commenced in an­ 
swer to tho demauds of the traveling 
ami shipping public, and others will 
be planned and constructed just as 
soon as the company finds any neces 
eity or time in which to build them. 
At Azu-a, a p int about twenty-four 
miles fnun this city, on the California 
Central railroad,’ an elegant little 
Station, of a Queen Anno style of ar­ 
chitecture, is being erected, and is 
about half finished. Tins buildup 
be ng constructed for a freight and 
pas eng' T depot botti, ami will cost 
about $5000. 
At (deudora, a point a few miles 
beyond Azusa, a station, built for pas­ 
sengers and freight combined, is rap­ 
idly approaching a state of comple­ 
tion, and promises to be a “joy forever” 
to the citizens. It will cost in the 
neighborhood of $6000, and also re­ 
sembles the Queen Anne style of 
architecture. 
At South Pomona the company has 
just commenced a station for passen­ 
ger and freight accommodations that 
is to cost between $5003 and $(5000. 
It will have a very attractive appear­ 
ance and will be fitted out with the 
most approved equipments. 
A station at Lordsburg is almost fin­ 
ished. It is to be erected for passen­ 
ger and freight offices, with 
a 
Mansard roof and all modern equip­ 
ments. It will cost in the neighbor­ 
hood of $7.000. As soon as it is ready 
for occupation an agent will be ap­ 
pointed and everything done to ob ige 
the public. North Cucamonga is also to 
have an elegant little freight an t pas­ 
senger depot, constructed of a Queen 
Ann style architecture. 
It is to 
be like all others now being con­ 
structed by the company, a perfect 
little bcautv and will cost between 
$0,000 and $7,000. 
The fieiaht and passenger depot 
now nearly finished »«t Hiultn, prom­ 
ises to be as fine, if not liner, than 
that of the Southern Pacific Compa­ 
ny’s. It will have an arched hallway 
between die >reight and passenger de­ 
partments und the occupants of each 
wilt have a chance to exchange ideas 
occasionally. 
To accommodate tho passengers 
who alight ni the Raymond Hotel at 
Pasadena, a depot for baggtgeand 
passengers will be constructed ut th- 
]unction of the tiouthe n Pacific with 
the Atchison. To|>eka and Santa Fe. 
This depot w II he quito a nice build­ 
ing and will cost about $800 *. 
At San Bernardino,theotticiuls found 
the freight depot .entirely too small, 
and accordingly plans for an addition­ 
al 100 feet, to lie added to its length, 
exactly similar to the main building, 
which is constructed of wood, have 
been drawn up, and the orders issue I 
for it's immediate commencement. 
Elsinore is to have u depot, as soon 
as it can he finished, that will cost 
about $8030. It will loe for freight and 
passenger business, and will be built 
after the most approved pattern with 
all modern equipments. 
Encinitas and Carlsbad are both to 
have de|»ots costing ah *ut $7000, which 
are n »w under course of construction. 
They are built for freight and passen­ 
ger business and will have the most 
approved of modern equipments, both 
for the rapid handling oi freight and 
the accommodation of passengers. 
At San Diego an elegant structure 
of brick and wood, built after the 
style of Queen Anne’s reign, with 
towers mid turretH, bay-windows, 
die., has just b-en completed. 
This depot is one of 
the best, 
of the company's entire system and 
cost neatly if not quite $15,Odd. Bar- 
stow is glso to have a somewhat simi­ 
lar de|K>t. for it is budt after the same 
style of architecture, with slate roofs, 
an 1 large waiting rooms, connecting 
with the freight department by an 
arched hallway. Tho material used 
is pressed brick and wood with orna­ 
ments of iron. This depot is to take 
the place of tho one lately destroyed 
by fire at that place and will cost 
nearly $16,000 when completed und 
ready for occupancy. 
At South Riverside, Rincon, Santa 
Ana, Orange, San Juan by-the-Sea. 
and Hast Riverside at the junction of 
the Californii Southern and California 
Central Railroad, elegant little freight 
and passenger depots will be erected 
just as soon as material and men can 
be put to work. These depots are all 
to cost between $4000 and $8000, and 
will be very ornamental in appear­ 
ance. 
These structures represent an ex­ 
penditure of al>out $150,000. there be­ 
ing nineteen of them in alt, two cost­ 
ing $30.000, and seventeen costing 
about $12> 1.000. 
A NEW ROUTE. 
Ttie Track Tbrouah C lrnrfa 
Canyon to be Abandoned 
At a recent meeting of the Directors 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany it was definitely decided to re­ 
move the road entirely from tho 
Ciénega Cañón, ami accordingly a 
new route for the road has lieen sur­ 
veyed aud is now awaiting the ap­ 
proval of the management. It is 
almost certain that the route as given 
below will be that for the road be­ 
tween Papago, at tho west end of the 
cufion on the south side, and Mescal 
at the oast ond of the cañón, on the 
north sido. 
The road as at present situated has 
suffered so severely from the floods 
and cost so much to koep in repair 
that tho directors have become dis­ 
gusted, and determined that no mat 
ter what the cost of construction at 
first, it will he cheaper in tho long run 
to change the route. 
The pre-ent road crossed the Ciéne­ 
ga river, which flows through the 
cañón, five times in the distance of 
four miles, and was always liable to 
V»e destroyed by the immense 
bodies of water which were forced 
through the cuflon at a speed 
which swept everything in the way, 
o u t of sight Tho new- line will not 
bo in the cañón at all, but will l>o 


cross the river once. Commencing at 
a point between Papago and the west 
ond of the cañón, the new line will 
run along the top of the bluffs over­ 
looking the river on the south side for 
a distance of about six miles, when it 
will cross the cañón at its narrowest 
point, just a little east of where the 
late cribbing was destroyed by fire, 
to the bluffs on the north side, and 
proceed in an almost easte ly direc­ 
tion to a point a little beyond Pantano 
just where tho present road leaves 
the flats of the canon between Pan­ 
tano and Mescal and connect with the 
main linn. 
This alteration will cause the chang­ 
ing of about nine miles oi track at uii 
enormous expense. ami it will lie a 
long time before t'ie road will be ready 
for traffic. 
In the meantime, the oh 
road will be kept in a proper condi 
tion for the safe passage of trains. 
At the crossing, from the south to 
the norlh side of I lie cañón, a bridge 
200 feet long and 40 feet high will be 
necessary, and thi is tó be con­ 
structed of iron entirely. These points 
upon which the bridge is to be con­ 
structed, uro almost solid rock and 
consequently will make fine founda­ 
tions fur the abutments of the bridge 
This route assures u very easy grade, 
though several small arroyos will 
have to be bridged. Work will be 
commenced this winter and an at­ 
tempt will be made to get the whole 
completed by next spring. 
FROM SALT LAKE. 


T h e P r o p o s e d ItHllrouit a n d the 
■ton ic it w i l l ’I ukc. 
Messrs. II. U. Houghton and Isaac 
Truinbo, prominent promoters of the 
scheme to connect Ixw Angeles and 
Salt Lake City with a direct line, will 
In a short time visit this city to confer 
with the other gentlemen interested, 
as to the best time and b-st method 
of commencing Hie reud. Since tlieii 
last visit these gentlemen have visited 
leading Eastern capitalists and inter 
cried them in the matter, ami 
everything 
is 
now 
in 
a 
shape to begin operations at once. 
For this reason, the gentlemen, as 
stated, are soon to be in Los Angeles, 
where they will conclude all neces­ 
sary arrangements and start with un 
engineer to search the Sierra ¡Madre* 
mountains for an easily accessible 
pass in this vicinity. 
Much curiosity I.as been aroused a­ 
lo who who were the originators of 
this scheme, and many doubts have 
been expressed as to its responsibility. 
It originated from 
the 
efforts 
of several prominent gentlemen ol 
Salt Lake City, who desired to secure 
a road from that point to the sen- 
roast that would give them such rates 
for their chief productions us wrould 
assure the producers a reasonable 
prolit upon their articles of commerce. 
The road will run through San Ber­ 
nardino to Pasadena, where it will 
connect and ab-oib the road now 
being surveyed from Wilmington to 
this city and from here to Pasadena. 
Itallroud at Anaheim. 
Work actually was begun on the 
new branch of the California Central 
Railroad at Anaheim yesterday. As 
has been stated heretofore, this branch 
connects with the San Bernardino and 
San Diego line about half way between 
Oran go and St. James, ami runs 
thence across I he Santa Ana river lo 
the south limits of Anaheim. 
It 
passes through this towil from north 
to south along the line of Orange 
street, which crosses the town nearly 
in the center; thence it passes 
through Fulterton, a new town at 
North Anaheim, thencs to Santa Fe 
Springs, formerly Fulton Wells. Be­ 
tween 
the 
last 
two 
point 
the line runs immediately by the old 
Coyote House ami along the mesa un­ 
til* it reaches the springs. It then 
passes in norlh of the General Sanfoni 
ranch, crosses the two branches of the 
San (¡abrid river north of the Sanford 
bridge, and the wagon road to Los 
An ¿ules. and after crossing the 
Old ri er it heads right through 
the Laguna ram-h to tho lxis 
Angeles river near the south limits of 
this city. 
There is to be no depot at the junc­ 
tion near Or mge. Trains from Col­ 
ton for Los Angeles will simply 
hrarli-h off the o, ani those for San 
Diego will do the saíne. 
If a local 
train is run at any time, that is to be 
made up at Santa Ana. 
The reason 
for this was to give Orange all the 
facilities of the road. 
Ilig Excurolonii. 
Phillips & Co.’s ex -ursion arrived 
last night from the East via the Santa 
Fé route with some 350 people aboard, 
most of whom were destined for 
this city. 
The excursion train came in in two 
sections, one of nine coaches and the 
other of eight, and the regular over­ 
land train, consisting • f two sections 
of eight coaches each, came in a short 
lime a ter. 
The four sections, making in all 
thirty-three cars, brought to Los An­ 
ieles some 700 or 800 people, and 
iropped three carloads, amounting to 
about 100 persons, at the Raymond 
Hotel at South Pasadena.

BOARD MEETING YESTESDAY.

W. Kerckhoff, Caspar Kohn, 
Stephen M. White and A. H. Donker. 
The work of excavation will proba­ 
bly be 
commenced next week 
and from tlmt lime on will be pusheU 
forward with all the speed possible, 
though, owing to the magnitude of the 
undertaking it will ho at least a year 
ere the building will he ready to ac­ 
commodate the public. No expense 
will lie spared in its erection and it is 
ntended to make it one of the finest 
structures in California, if money and 
ingenuity can do it. It. will oc­ 
cupy a lot 300x300 feet, will 
be four or five stories high and contain 
from 600 to 700 rooms.

HE TERM CATARRH lfl APPLIED TO A 
peculiar disorder of the nostril* and ad ­ 
jacent parts, which prevails to an alarm ing 
extent, and is productive of very serious 
consequences. 
The most prom inent aud characteristic 
feature is h nmrhld discharge from the bead, 
varying in its nature at different times. 
In some there is an alm ost constant flow 
of clear, acrid fluid, but oftoneran offensive, 
purulent or m uco-purulent, grccnish-yellew 
m utter is secreted, which accum ulates in 
th e nostrils or drops into the throat, neces­ 
sitating its frequent removal by blowing the 
nose or expeetoratiou, and often by both 
processes. 
Hornet i mes 
patients 
feel 
as 
though their head was in a state of rotten­ 
ness, so great is the am ount of m atter dis­ 
charged and so fetid is its odor. The pa­ 
tien t Is greatly annoyed by the constant 
dropping into the throat of the morbid 
m atter from the head, and as a rccum ltent 
Position naturally favors tho Mow downward 
his rest is frequently disturhed from this 
cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie mith 
the head very m uch elevated in order to 
sleep w ith some degree ot com fort. 
In others a tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collects behind and above the soft 
palate, iu the passage between the throat and 
Lead, adhering totiie parts with gluish tenac­ 
ity. 
Its lodgment cniharrasacs respiration 
aud creates a sensation of Irritation and un- 
eu6inesH in th e affected locality, which gfTi>6 
rise to a constant aud alm ost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve that discom fort by drawing 
the m ucus into the throat so as to eject it by 
the m outh. This practice, popularly known 
as “haw king,” is characteristic of catarrh, 
and proves as em barrassing to the one af­ 
fected as it is disagreeublc to those around 
him . 
Again, the offensive m utter hardens aud 
deposits itself on the m em brane iu the shape 
of dry, hard concretions, which arc dis­ 
charged by way of the nostrils or throat in 
lum ps or fragm ents of a deep green tint. 
In 
some cuses these incrustations accum ulate 
to such un extent as to form a regular plug 
in the nose, which obstructs breathing and 
produce serious discomfort. Ho firmly do 
these incrustations adhere to the point of 
attachm ent that their removal usually re­ 
quires th e most violent efforts; not unfre- 
quently they have to Ik- torn from the m em ­ 
b r a n e . Occu'ionally a solid cast of notable 
size Is expelled, on which there arc gent rally 
truces of ulood. but in some cases the cast 
presents a tu b u la r appearance, being of exact 
shape of the nasul cavity. This condition is 
indicative of ulceration, which, in time, 
may destroy the bony structure of the nose 
and produce a subsequent flattening of that 
organ. 
Cases are occasionally m et w ith in which 
n thick, viscid, slimy secretion coots the 
m em brane of the nusal cavities and then 
putrefies, giving rise to a stench which is 
really overpowering, and sufficiently fetid 
to polsou tne atm osphere of a whole room; 
aud there are others in which all the secre­ 
tions of the m em brane are suspended, caus­ 
ing un unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat 
aud fcvcrishticss in th e head and n oee-a 
condition 
ixjpularly 
know n 
aa

C atarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to the air 
cavities of th e bones of the forehead and 
face, giving rise to a d 1st.cssin g sensation at 
heavy weight or com pression over the fore­ 
head, especially lu the region above and be­ 
tween th e eyes, and to a feeling of fulness, 
hent, irritation, sor ness or pai in tbe nos­ 
trils near th e root of the nose, as well as in 
ilie upner part of tho throat, above and tie- 
hind th e soft palate. Sometim es there is 
pain obstinately fixed in some particular 
part, as in the tem ple, ou the top of the 
head, at th e back of the neck, or behind the 
orbits, and, occasionally, pain manifests 
itself iu the face of ao severe a character 
th at it is frequently m istaken for neuralgia. 
The breath la always UlatQd, au d at tim jl 
assumes an • xceediug fetid and alckenTng 
odor. In some Case* it becomes so revolt­ 
ingly offensive as to render the sufferer an 
object of disgust to him self as well as to 
other*. 
The nasal m em brane is thickened and 
con jested, causing the nose to be Rtopped up, 
som etim es on one side, sometimes on the 
other, and often on both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation iu the head, 
uud 
occasioning violent and 
prolonged 
paroxysms of sneezing. 
The voice la weak, indistinct and bosky, 
or of a nasal charm ter, displaying u sort of 
sniffing quality. Ofteutinies there is a con­ 
tinuous hoarseness and discordance. There 
is also a sense of irritation iu the part, 
and frequent attem pts to clear the throat of 
phlegm , producing the sound “hem ," more 
or less forcibly. 
Iu some cases patients 
com plain of hii uncom fortable feeling of 
fullness, or a choky sensation In the throat, 
nnd in others of a distressing aud almost 
constant dryness, for th e tem porary relief of 
which they have to swallow frequently 
Others; again, speak of u constant bad or 
uanseouB taste in the m outh 01 throat. 
The stom ach generally sutl’ers more or less 
and becomes weak and Irritable: the appe­ 
tite is capricious and nearly always bHd in 
the m orning. The patient is languid, unable 
to perform m ental or physical lalmr with 
the usual facility, is n en o u s, depressed in 
spirits, at lin n s fearful, tim id, agitated and 
Inclined to drowsiness and sleep, the mem 
ory weakened and perm anent im pairm ent 
seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane soon 
bocomes 
morbidly sensitive to unfavorable Influ­ 
ences, and in spite of the utm ost care be­ 
comes affected from the slightest causes, so 
that ut last a breath of wind upon the lining 
of the nose or throat becomes productive ol 
a cold, and gives rise to serious disturbances 
of the respiratory organs. Thus the patient 
is subject to frequent and repeated colds, 
each attack aggravating the disease by giv­ 
ing it a new impulse aud iuvolviug a larger 
extent of surface than its predecessor. 
In 
this m unner the difficulty spreads from or­ 
gan to oigun, invading tne throat, larnyx, 
trachea nnd bronchial tubes, 
un til e n ­ 
croaching further and further, it reaches 
the finer ramifications of the bronchi, when 
but a slight im pulse is required to send it to 
the lungs. 
Catarrh may, und often doc*, 
affect other organs in the body, especially 
those contain ug a m ucous m em brane, such 
as the stom ach. Dowels, kidneys, etc. 
By tlie e m p lo y m e n t o f p ro p e r in h a la tio n s 
iu th e fo rm of m ed icated v ap o r (n o t steam 
or spray) w e are able to p ro d u c e im m ed iate
